I  must 
be  true  to  my  God,  and  obey  the  commandments  He  has  set  down  for  me. 

Cleanliness:  I  must  always  keep  myself  clean  and  presentable.  It  is  only 
fair  to  my  teachers  and  companions  that  I  present  a  person  with  whom 
they  can  enjoyably  work  throughout  the  day. 

Industry:  I  must  be  ever  on  the  alert  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportu- 
nities afforded  me.  I  must  apply  myself  to  my  tasks  and  work  diligently. 
While  I  am  busy  doing  good,  I  shall  have  no  time  to  give  to  occupations 
injurious  to  my  moral  and  physical  being.  I  must  remember  that  school 
is  like  a  mechanical  device;  the  benefits  I  derive  from  it  will  be  in  propor- 
tion to  the  raw  material  or  effort  I  put  into  it.

THE  reporter  starts  his  hard  working  clay  in  Miss  Peters'  room.  There 
he  gets  his  permanent  pass,  note  paper,  and  a  pencil  (sometimes)  ;  he 
then  hopefully  trots  forth  in  search  of  news.

THE  study  of  dramatics  assists  in  the  development  of  personality,  and  opens  up  a 
new  cultural  field  that  in  post-school  days  may  serve  as  a  vocation  which  will 
worthily  occupy  leisure  time. 

Although  the  dramatic  class  is  elective,  students  may  enroll  only  after  they  have 
passed  tests  in  stage-presence,  pantomime,  speech,  general  background,  and  personal 
appearance. 

The  class  was  very  fortunate  this  year  in  having  an  opportunity  to  use  the  audi- 
torium as  a  regular  class-room.  This  enabled  it  to  study  acting  and  play-production  by 
the  experimental  method. 

Four  plays  were  presented  as  auditorium  programs  during  the  first  semester: 
The  Jest  of  Haholaba,  with  a  cast  consisting  of  Mladen  Sekulovieh,  Emil  Znavor,  Robert 
Gray,  and  Maurice  Clemens;  The  Traveling  Man,  with  Helen  Reid,  Raymond  Under- 
wood, and  Robert  Gray;  Mansions,  with  a  double  cast  of  Edna  Darding,  Mary  Frances 
Lininger,  Paul  Krueger,  Robert  Casebeer,  and  Marie  Gardner;  and  The  Pot  Boiler,  with 
Charles  Brown,  Robert  Troxel,  Lillian  Hollander,  Lucille  Charboneau,  Leonard  Krevitz, 
Paul  Krueger,  David  Colosimo,  and  Maurice  Clemens.  Mansions,  was  entered  in  the 
City  Play  Contest  at  Horace  Mann  School,  on  January  twenty-nine.  It  was  repeated, 
by  request,  at  the  Forty-third  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church  on  April  tenth,  and  at 
Calumet  Township  High  School  on  April  Twenty-second.  All  these  plays  had  complete 
stage-crews  consisting  of  student  directors,  electricians,  property  men,  stage-managers, 
and  carpenters. 

The  class,  as  a  whole,  put  on  two  acts  in  Spice  and  Variety7:  Screenland,  and 
The  Style  Shoppe;  and  sponsored  Goldylocks,  a  pantomime  act  by  Maurice  Clemens. 

A  group  of  interpretations  of  Shakespearean  characters  was  given  as  the  first 
dramatic  class  auditorium  program  in  the  second  semester.  The  presentation  offered  an 
opportunity  for  experimentation  in  stage-setting  and  lighting  according  to  the  modern 
theory  of  simplicity,  suggestion,  and  synthesis. 

The  work  carried  on  by  the  class  has  aroused  a  growing  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
student  body  and  has  been  profitable  as  well  as  enjoyable  to  the  members. 
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AUDITORIUM 

ACCORDING  to  Miss  Hazel  Harrison,  head  of  auditorium,  this  department  has  a 
three-fold  aim:  to  develop  the  students  as  individuals,  as  social  beings,  and  as 
citizens.  The  daily  programs  as  well  as  the  special  projects  are  designed  to  accomplish 
these  purposes. 

The  sophomores  made  their  dramatic  debut  in  the  play  Robin  Hood,  by  Sherwood. 
This  play  which  told  the  story  of  the  legendary  gallant,  Robin  Hood,  was  a  happy 
choice  for  the  initial  venture  of  these  embryonic  artists.  Much  color  was  given  by  the 
bright  hunters  green  suits  of  the  banditti,  and  the  flowing,  medieval  drapery  worn  by 
the  "fair  damsels." 

Several  timely  debates  in  auditorium  diverted  the  students  from  thoughts  of  drab 
clays.  "Should  Women  Hold  Public  Office?"  won  by  the  feminine  affirmatives,  oc- 
casioned excitement  for  several  days. 

Hardly  had  this  nine-days'  wonder  passed,  than  a  call  for  entrants  for  Spice  and 
Variety  was  posted.  Then  followed  several  weeks  of  intensive  preparation  which  con- 
sisted, for  the  girls,  of  learning  dance  routines;  and  for  the  boys,  of  memorizing  poses 
and  acquiring  that  professional  mannequin  sway.  The  capacity  audiences  which  wit- 
nessed this  tenth  edition  of  the  annual  school  show  on  November  twenty-third  and 
twenty-fourth,  were  amused  and  appreciative.  This  production  had  more  spice  and 
variety  than  ever  before. 

The  regular  daily  work  of  the  auditorium  was  pleasantly  interspersed  with  visiting 
entertainers.  A  young  radio  wizard,  described  his  robot-controlled  automobile,  and 
held  his  audience  spellbound  as  he  related  his  adventures  in  electrical  plants  through- 
out the  country. 

Actual  work  on  the  opera  was  started  after  the  Christmas  holidays.  The  ever- 
charming  t  himes  of  Normandy  was  chosen  for  presentation.  The  delightful  settings 
and  the  unusually  quaint  costumes  of  this  seventeenth  century  romance  charmed  the 
audience.  The  excellent  singing  and  acting  of  the  company  made  it  one  of  the  most 
attractive  operas  ever  presented  in  the  school. 

The  start  of  the  new  semester  found  the  juniors  intent  upon  searching  out  their 
latent  dramatic  talents,  as  tryouts  for  the  class  play,  The  Queen's  Husband,  were  an- 
nounced. This  rather  satirical  comment  upon  present-day  monarchies  made  an  instant 
hit  with  its  audience,  and  the  chuckles  that  came  from  the  auditorium  during  the  scene 
wherein  "the  queen's  husband"  asserted  himself,  were  a  tribute  to  the  fine  acting  of 
the  players. 

Meanwhile,  the  budding  orators  began  to  be  noticeable.  The  annual  Oratorical  Con- 
test was  on  its  way.  It  was  then  no  uncommon  sight  to  see  some  girl  gazing  blankly 
at  the  erstwhile  boy-friend,  while  he  loudly  declaimed  (with  gestures)  "The  sound  of 
the  first  cannon  of  the  Civil  War  was  the  death-knell  to  the  ideal  of  state  supremacy." 
The  girls,  too,  were  doing  their  best  to  memorize  appropriate  dramatic  selections — 
with  expression — for  they  were  interested  in  the  Declamatory  Contest.  Other  pupils 
began  work  for  the  Poetry  Memory   Contest. 

Then,  right  in  the  middle  of  the  contest  preparation,  came  news  of  the  senior  play. 
As  much  of  the  action  centered  around  a  football  game,  the  interest  of  the  male  half 
of  the  audience  was  held;  and,  as  three  or  four  romances  supplied  the  love  interest, 
the  ladies,  also,  enjoyed  the  play.  The  pathos  and  comedy  of  this  excellent  drama  were 
so  skillfully  intermingled  that  the  audience  was  often  smiling  through  its  tears. 

During  the  semester,  the  "stunt  day"  programs  planned  by  students,  had  given 
them  a  chance  to  show  their  talents.  One  of  these,  "Daily  Life  in  Hollywood."  was 
enthusiastically  received  by  the  auditorium. 

As  no  musical  contests  were  held  this  year,  the  three  vocal  choruses  of  the  school 
were  entered  in  the  Lake  County  Music  Festival,  which  was  held  April  fifteenth. 
These  organizations  were  part  of  the  massed  chorus  of  eight  hundred.  Each  also  sang 
a  number  prepared  in  advance. 

The  annual  senior  stunt  day  concluded  this  varied  and  eventful  auditorium  season.

NDER  the  direction  of  Hubert  S.  Warren,  the  Concert  Orchestra  began  its  sea- 
son  with   an   unusually  large   enrollment   due   to   the   interest   stimulated   by   last 
year's  concert. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  orchestra  was  privileged  to  furnish  entertainment 
on  many  occasions.  Its  first  public  appearance  was  during  Emerson's  annual  Spice 
and  Variety  show.  Presenting  a  short  concert  before  each  of  the  plays  Robin  Hood, 
The  Queen's  Husband,  and  Stronghcart  afforded  the  orchestra  an  opportunity  to  present 
publicly  various  numbers  which  it  had  studied  during  class  hours.

THE  Boys'  Band  started  its  very  successful  year  by  playing  at  the  football  games. 
Mr.  Clai'k,  instructor  of  marching  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  taught  the  boys  a 
few  tricks  which  enabled  them  to  entertain  the  spectators  with  some  new  and  intricate 
maneuvers. 

Minor  engagements  throughout  the  year  followed  the  football  season.  The  most 
important  of  these  were  the  dedication  of  the  flag-pole  of  the  American  Legion  of 
Gary;  and  broadcasts  celebrating  Washington's  Bicentennial  Anniversary,  and  McKin- 
ley's  birthday.     The  band  also  presented  a  concert  at  the  Palace  theatre. 

The  band  has  been  broadcasting  for  the  last  two  years  over  our  local  station, 
W.J.K.S.  The  programs  consist  of  symphonic  music,  marches,  and  solos.  James  Craig. 
Charles  Bailey,  Paul  Donaldson,  Thomas  Brady,  Kendall  Bryant,  Henry  Roddiger,  and 
Mark  Eagle  have  presented  various  feature  numbers  from  time  to  time. 

This  year  a  much-needed  room  was  added  to  the  department.  It  proved  very  helpful 
in  sectional  practises. 

The  school  gymnasium,  festooned  in  gold  and  grey,  presented  a  gala  appearance 
for  the  Musicians'  Ball  on  January  twenty-ninth.  A  large  representation  from  the 
department  were  present  when  the  "get  acquainted"  march  formally  opened  the  even- 
ing's festivities,  which  included  several  surprise  novelties  provided  by  the  committee. 

A  joint  concert  of  the  three  major  bands  was  given  February  eighteenth.  Special 
numbers  presented  by  the  Boys'  Band  included  a  piccolo  duet,  "Two  Little  Bullfinches," 
played  by  Henry  Roddinger,  Jr.  and  Kendall  Bryant;  and  a  cornet  trio,  "Triplets  of 
the  Finest,"  played  by  Charles  Bailey,  Paul  Donaldson,  and  Thomas  Brady. 

Almost  sev- 
enty-five percent  of  Emerson's  hundred-piece  band  were  entered.  Gold  medals  were 
awarded  first  prize,  silver  for  second  prize,  and  bronze  for  third  prize  in  each  division.

THE  school  year  of  1931-'32  has  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most  interesting  in  the 
repertory  of  the  Girls'  Concert  Band. 

The  year  was  composed  of  a  variety  of  activities.  One  of  the  most  interesting  of 
the  many  events  in  which  the  band  participated  was  the  weekly  broadcast  over  our 
local  station,  W.J.K.S.  These  broadcasts  consisted  of  overtures,  marches,  solos,  feature 
numbers,  and  many  selections  of  musical  value.  On  Lincoln's  birthday  a  special  pro- 
gram was  presented  to  the  radio  audience. 

The  first  public  appearance  of  the  band  came  during  the  Bronson  Hall  vs.  Emerson 
game  when  the  combined  boys'  and  girls'  bands,  in  their  gold  and  grey  uniforms, 
marched  onto  the  field  amid  the  cheers  of  "Go,  Emerson,  Go!"  Secret  practices  had 
enabled  the  girls  to  march  in  several  intricate  formations,  which  surprised  and  delight- 
ed everyone. 

In  the  early  fall,  the  band  played  during  a  naturalization  ceremony  at  the  Y.M.C.A. 
The  new  citizens  enjoyed  the  music  of  their  adopted  country  very  much.  At  the  annual 
Post-Tribune  Cooking  School,  the  band  entertained  one  of  the  largest  audiences  in  its 
history.  Later  in  the  year  the  girls  presented  a  concert  for  the  patients  at  the  Lake 
County  Tuberculosis  Sanitarium.  The  band  took  part,  also,  in  the  All-City  Girls'  Band 
Concert  held  in  May. 

As  a  reward  for  the  year's  work  the  Musicians'  Ball  was  held  on  January  twenty- 
ninth.  The  gymnasium  was  gaily  transformed  into  a  gold  and  gray  ballroom.  To  climax 
the  evening's  entertainment  a  gala  array  of  balloons  were  floated  from  the  ceiling  to 
the  dancers  below. 

The  annual  band  concert  given  on  February  eighteenth,  in  Memorial  Auditorium, 
demonstrated  the  results  of  this  year's  study  and  practise.  Individual  musical  advance- 
ment was  achieved  through  constant  practise,  and  also  through  study  for  the  solo  con- 
tests.   Our  musicians  proved  to  be  some  of  the  best  in  the  city.

ECAUSE  of  green  material  and  lack  of  experience,  our  track  team  has  not  made 
as  good  a  showing  this  year  as  might  be  expected,  but  the  boys  are  hard  workers 
and  have  put  their  whole  hearts  into  their  sport.  They  are  out  on  the  track  every 
afternoon  after  school  exercising,  sprinting,  broad-jumping,  high-jumping,  pole-vault- 
ing, and  distance  running.  All  are  working  as  hard  as  they  can;  the  regulars  in  order 
to  keep  their  berth  on  the  team  and  to  make  a  good  showing  in  different  meets;  the 
second  stringers,  so  that  they  can  win  positions  on  the  first  string. 

Many  of  the  members  of  this  year's  squad  are  rather  short.  The  milers — Lessard, 
Green,  Hall,  and  Gavin,  are  the  smallest  on  the  team;  Lessard,  the  largest,  b3ing 
scarcely  five  feet  tall.  But  those  "small"  boys  are  just  overflowing  with  th?  "old  intes- 
tinal fortitude,"  as  Coach  Rolfe  would  put  it. 

Our  only  consistent  point  gainer  in  the  larger  meets  is  Walter  Eckersall,  who  runs 
both  the  high  and  low  hurdles.  Kloeffler,  also  runs  the  hurdles;  Carter,  Oleska,  and 
Pangere  are  the  half  milers.  Minter,  Rudy,  and  Allcorn  run  the  440  yard  dash;  Dailey, 
Crossman,  and  Anderson  are  the  usual  entrants  in  the  100  yard  and  220  yard  dashes. 
Carter  is  the  team's  best  broad- jumper;  Kuzma  and  Jackson  do  the  high-jumping; 
Briney  pole-vaults. 

As  this  is  written,  the  team  has  participated  in  but  few  meets.  Although  victories 
have  been  rare,  predictions  are  that  the  team  will  make  a  much  better  record  in  future 
meets.  The  sophomores  and  juniors  on  the  team  have  shown  promise  of  developing 
into  fine  track  men.  As  most  of  this  year's  regulars  will  be  back  next  season,  it  is 
probable  that  a  better  showing  will  be  made. 

And  don't  forget  the  boys  who  didn't  make  the  team;  perhaps  they  were  just  a 
little  behind  the  others  in  athletic  ability,  but  they  have,  on  the  whole,  worked  just  as 
hard  and  long  as  the  varsity  men. 

Coach  Rolfe  has  directed  the  efforts  of  the  track  team  and  has  done  a  fine  job  con- 
sidering the  obstacles  which  have  hindered  the  progress  of  the  squad.

If    HE  first  string  football  squad  of  1931  consisted  of  two  teams,  captained  by  Tony 
■"■   Mores.   Most  of  the  squad  will  be  back  again  next  season  to  carry  on  for  the  school. 

The  team,  although  green  and  inexperienced  for  the  most  part,  was  beaten  only  four 
times  in  ten  games.  This  is  a  fine  record  in  view  of  the  facts  that  only  Mores,  Vowell, 
and  Fahey  were  left  from  last  year's  state-champions,  and  that  a  hard  schedule  was 
played  this  season.  The  whole  team  worked  faithfully  and  was  one  of  the  best  groups 
of  fighters  that  Emerson  has  ever  produced. 

But  while  they  were  scrappers,  they  were  also  kind-hearted,  because  they  donated 
to  charity  the  gate  receipts  from  the  game  with  Bronson  Hall  of  Notre  Dame,  the  last 
one  on  the  schedule.  This  game  was  played  at  personal  sacrifice  by  the  team,  as  it  was 
a  post-season  game. 

The  line  this  year  was  more  fortunate  than  the  back-field  since  all  of  last  year's 
veterans,  Tony  Mores,  "Giggles"  Vowell,  and  "Paddles"  Fahey  played  in  the  line,  as  also 
did  Steve  Kazynski  who  played  football  at  Emerson  several  years  ago.  Russell  Berg, 
the  golden  voiced  songster,  and  Senitza  played  center,  while  Fahey,  Kazynski,  Robare, 
and  Rzepka  were  guards.  Mores  started  the  season  at  full-back,  but  ended  in  his  old 
position  at  tackle;  and  Vowell,  Miscevich,  Chambers,  and  Nagy  occupied  the  end  posi- 
tions. The  line,  as  a  whole,  was  fairly  well  balanced  and  played  steady  games  all  year 
around. 

The  backfield,  while  lacking  the  seasoning  which  the  line  had,  held  up  its  end  of  the 
team  very  well.  Kenny  Callaway  was  the  most  consistent  ground-gainer  for  the  team.
